The Achdut Avoda party. one of 
the Coalition, has 
revolted against the Government's 
Sinai policy.

He accused the. U:N. General 
Assembly of being .unconcerned about 
an. Arab-Israeli setthement and with con- 
cenirating solely on the reopening of the 
Suez Canal without taking into account 
Israel's claim for the passage . of her 
Ships through the Canal and the Gulf 
of Aqaba. In view of: this, Mr. Galilt 
declared, it would be “ criminal folly ”’ 
on the part of the Government to with- 
draw its forces further. 

Brigadier-General Yigal: Allon, who 
presided over the Achdut Avoda Ceuncil 
meeting, said that a firm stand: by the 
Israeli Government. was now more than 
ever necessary, otherwise the Sinai. cam- 
paign would have been -in vain. 

Mapam has joined Achdut Avoda in 
demanding that the Gaza.

PERSECUTION 
“OF JEWS 


Israel Accuses Egypt 
AMERICAN CONCERN 


From our Own Correspondent

The first part of the proceedings at 
the Eleventh General Assembly con- 
cluded as it began——-with a debate on 
the Middle East, although the final 
deliberations were concerned with the 
British and French 
nationals and Jews by the Egyptian 
Government. | 

The Israeli Ambassador, Mr. Abba 
Eban, flourished before the delegates 
copies of a number of decrees brought 
out of Egypt by Jews who had gone 
to Israel. The decrees, inter alia, 
placed Jewish enterprises under 
Government sequestration and named 
Jewish persons liable to “ arbitrary 
arrest.” Mr. Eban stated that the fact 
that all the several hundred names 
listed in the orders were Jewish was 
beyond mere coincidence. 

“ Broad issues of humanity” were 
involved here, in which Israel was deeply 
concerned, he said. Hundreds of people 
expelled from. Egypt were reaching 
Israel's shores, and. his country, more 
than any other, was therefore able to 


provide the most detailed information 
of “this rampant xenophobia.” 


Intimidation and Deportation 


Mr. Eban was. preceded by the 
American. representative, Mr. James 
Wadsworth, who said that “ disquieting 
information” had been received from 
Cairo that an indeterminate number of 
persons had been subjected to pressure 
and intimidation, and, im some cases, had 
been deported. The American Ambas- 
sador in Cairo had been requested to 
express concern about this, and the 
United States hoped that everything 
would .be done. to 
measures would be employed to dis- 
criminate against persons on facial or 
religious grounds or on the basis of 
foreign nationality. 

Mr. Wadsworth’s mild statement 
caused disappointment among 
delegates who had been given to under- 
stand that the United States would tell 
Egypt in forthright terms that she was 
in danger ‘of losing the sympathy she 
she per- 
sisted in discriminating against minorities 
and persecuting them. 

Detailed information about Egypt's 
repressive measures, endorsing the charges 
brought by Britain, France, and Israel, 
has been for some time in the possession 
of the office of the U.N. Secretary- 
General, but. Mr; Hammarskjoeld has 
so. far not only refused to make the 
information public but has declined to 
answer any questions-relating to it 1n 
spite of the insistence of pressmen. 
including your correspondent. 

While Mr. Eban was both temperate 
and short in his remarks to the Assembly, 
the Arab delegates who preceded and 


-_ followed him were not. For example, the 


Jordan representative, Mr. Rifa’i, spoke 
for more than an hour and was even more 
vituperative, if that is possible, than the 
Syrian delegate, Mr. Farid Zeinedding, 
who has established a reputation here as 
one of the most violent and anti-Jewish 
critics. The other Arab spokesmen also 
retailed all the old charges against 
Zionism and Israel with a few new ones 
thrown in for good measure. 


Lack of Interest 


Unlike the _ earlier debate at the 
Eleventh General Assembly, when all 
delegates’ chairs were occupied and the 
public galleries and “ress section crowded 
to capacity, the « «wg debate was fol- 
lowed by very f. people. Nearly a 
quarter of the de ation benches were 
empty and mos’ . tne rest occupied 
only by one or f persons, for the most 
part minor memuérts of the delegations. 
Some of them had their noses buried in 
the morning newspapers, others were 
busily writing letters home. Certainly 
most of the Christian delegates appeared 


to be concerned with more agreeable 


seasonal topics than the hate and 
persecution which the debate engendered. 
The large public galleries were also nearly 
empty, and few pressmen were present. 
The reason for the lack of interest in 
the proceedings was due both to the fact 
that many delegates had already departed 
for their holiday, while others had been 
accompanying Mr. Nehru, the Indian 
Prime Minisier, in his round of engage- 
ments at the U.N the previous Friday. 
When Mr. Eban spoke to Mr. Nehru 
in Washington last week, the Israeli 
Ambassador is reported to have asked 
him how. as a man of peace, he could 


Mr. Nehru is said to have answered 
that he had tried to restrain his allies, 
but to little avail, especially since the 
“ recent events -~the venture into Sinai 
—~and thought it would be impossible to 
improve the situation between Israel and 
the Arab States for some time to come.

For the first time since the establish-

JEWS’ COLLEGE ADMITS 
REFUGEE STUDENTS

The Council of Jews’ College 
decided to admit to the college two 
refugees from Eastern Europe, subject 
to certain conditions, at its meeting 
held under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Alan. A. Mocatta, O.B.E., Q-C., at 
Woburn House, last week. 

One, 23-year-old Mr. Janos Revesz, 
is a Hungarian refugee who been a 
student at the Theological Seminary in 
Budapest, and whose grandfather was 4 
rabbi. The other, Mr. Simcha Strulovict, 
who was born in Rumania in 1931, has 
already obtained semicha in Israel. Mr. 
Strulovici, who arrived in Britain from 
Israel two years ago, is to study at the 
College for the B.A. degree, which would 
enable him to become a minister. 

The Principal. of the College, Rabbi 
Dr. I. Epstein, stated that next term they 
would have two university extension 
courses—one by -Dr. I. Fishman on 
“Jewish Education Throughout the 
Ages,” -at the Hendon ‘Synagogue 
the other by Mr. I. Finestein on “* The 
History of the Jews in England,” at the 
Maccabi Association, Euston. 

Mr. Mocatta announced what he called 
‘an unusual but very welcome contribu- 
tion.” This was a donation of £500 by 
Mr. S. Wagner, earmarked for sports and 
recreational facilities at the College. That 
gift, the Chairman said, would form the 
nucleus of a £5,000 fund to meet the 
expenditure on the squash court, 
recreation room, and sports equipment of 
the students.

Call for Closer 
Consultation

The need for “more frequent con- 
Sultations and closer associations for 
the common good” between Anglo- 
Jewry and Jewish communities beyond 
the seas was stressed by the Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Israel Brodie, when he 
addressed the Jewish Historical Society 
of England on “Commonwealth 
Jewry ” at the Gustave Tuck Theatre. 
University College, W.C.1, last week. 

lhe lecture was the last in the series 
Organised in connection with the. Ter- 
centenary celebrations 

Commonwealth Jewry, said the Chief 
Rabbi, was Anglo-Jewry overseas. The 
extraordinary contributions of English 
Jews to the economic, social, and political 
growth and expansion of the Dominions 
deserved to be recalled in the Tercen- 
tenary year, especially as none of. the 
communities overseas had celebrated this 
year in the formal manner which was 
considered appropriate in this. country. 

It would have been a * prodigious 
task "" to appreciate fully or in detail the 
services that Jews have rendered to. the 
different countries of the Commonwealth 


as well as to describe the inner history 


of the communities overseas, the Chief 
Rabbi said, He had decided, therefore. 
to limit the scope of. his lecture to an 
appreciation. of the contributions Jews 
from England had rendered to the build- 
ing up of the religious foundations of 
some of the communities beyond the 
seas, 


Qutstanding Men 


During the course of our lebrations 
of the Tercentenary year, 1 have felt 
called upon to draw attention to. this 
factor in order to testrain the tendency 
to an almost exclusive harping on.what 
this or that man or woman has done or 
achieved in advancing the well-being and. 
progress of the nation,” the Chief Rabbi 
went on. At the “risk of going to the 
other extreme,”’. he felt that. he should 
single out. a number ot individual Jews 
who lived in different parts of the British 
Commonwealth and who exerted them- 
selves with rare consistency in. spite of 
great difficulties to. put Jewish rehgious 
life on. a firm basis. 

The Chief Rabbi then went on to relate 
the achievements of Asher Hyman. Hart 
in Austraha, the Rév. Joel Rabinovitz in 
South Africa, the Rev. Abraham de Sola 
in Canada, and the Rev. M..f. Cohen in 
Rhodesia. The basic institutions: created 
by. these earnest men,” who for vartous 
reasons migrated from: or via England 
to other parts of the world, provided 
that communal framework. within: which 
later immigrants from. Europe could add 


their distinctive. re-enforcement. in 
numbers and tradition for pre- 
servation. and advancement. .of — the 
communities.” 


The patterns of Jewish life throughout 
the Commonwealth showed many simi- 
larities; the Chief. Rabbi continued.

education? To listen impatiently is 
a sign not only of ill manners but of 
the lack of elementary consideration. 
But such a person is not merely a 
social pest. He shows an attitude to 
life which has no place for reverence 
or humility or a sense of inquiry. And 
these are the qualities upon which all 
true religion js based. He cannot have 
the faintest understanding of | the 
worship of God, for to bow before 
anyone or anything is contrary to his 
habit. The open mind, the listening 
soul-—these have no meaning for him, 


The words give but a poor idea of 


the Hebrew, for Yow 35 means 
“a listening heart.” The object was 
“to judge Thy people, that I may 
distinguish~good from evil.” The 
power to listen is the great quality 
of the judge. 

There are two kinds. of people: 
those who talk and those who listén. 
We all do both, of course. But some 
talk far more than they listen. Others 
listen. far more than they talk.

Austria.—Complaints are made about 
the comparatively little Falmudical 
knowledge possessed by modern 
rabbis. A principal cause of this is 
the law which obliges candidates 
for the rabbinate to devote eighi 
years to general and philosophical 
studies in some university. The 
consequence is that these students 
can bestow but littl time on the 
acquisition of rabbinical lore.

Haham’s Call to Community 


SUPPLYING URGENT NEEDS 
_ BY A JEWISH CHRONICLE REPORTER 


The problem of dedling with the 
influx of Jewish refugees who have 
been arriving here from Egypt is 
becoming too big for one community, 
according to the Haham, Dr. S. Gaon. 
He was referring to his own com- 
munity when he discussed this prob- 
lem with me. 


“fam afraid,” he added, “that it 
will have to become a matter for Anglo- 
Jewry as a whole.” 

There are now, he said, about 200 
Jewish refugees from Egypt three 
camps—in Drake Hall, near Manchester, 
at Frobisher Hall in Staffordshire, and 
one in Gloucestershire, near Bristol. 

-Most of these 200 have British pass- 
ports, Others are still expected 
to come, and an office is being shared 
with the Tercentenary Committee in 
Woburn House, which is being run by 
the Spanish and Portuguese congregation, 
and is trying to do all it can to obtain 
employment for them and send them to 
the right quarters. It was here that the 
Haham stressed the need for the problem 
becoming one for Anglo-Jewry as a 
whole, and said that they were appeal- 
ing to the Central British Fund and to 
other organisations competent to deal 
with the matter to help them and to 
co-operate in trying to solve the problem 


Marriage Ceremony 


- The Haham also informed me that on 
Sunday -afternoon he. had performed the 
first marriage ceremony at Bevis Marks 
Synagogue of a Jewish couple who had 
escaped from Egypt. 

Mr, David Mellows, the Secretary of 
the Spanish and Portuguese Jews’ Con- 
gregation in London, told me _ that 
in the middle of last week the National 
Assistance Board opened another hostel 
in. Eastwood, near Nottingham, for 
refugees from Egypt who have British 
passports. Rabbi Posen, of the Nottingham 
Jewish community, visited them. immedi- 

~ ately: he found about thirty Jews, includ- 
ing one family of. ten. 

At their office: at Woburn House, 
said’ Mr. Mellows, regular streams. of 
people are arriving, who are. applying 
for ‘help and advice, among them 
some who want to obtain visas for 
their relatives who are not British, but 
are anxious to get to this country 
io join their families.. Mr. Mellows-also 
stressed that the major problem is one 
of finding employment and homes for the 
refugees, and he appeals to ‘those who 
are able to offer: work and reasonably 
priced rooms, flats, or houses, to do so. 
As to employment, most of. these people, 
said: Mr. Mellows, had their own busi- 
nesses ‘or else .\belonged to the —highe: 
worker group. 

: Stephany, the Secretary of the 

Genital British Fund, told me that well 
over 400 Jewish refugees from Hungary 
are registered with the Central British 
Fund (of which he is the Secretary) and 
who come frem all parts of the country. 

“We do everything possible,” he said, 

‘to get them placed in suitable accom- 
modation ” 

Mr. D. Gedalla. Secretary of the Jews’ 


Temporary Shelter, has stated that the 
Shelter” “is absolutely full 
of. refugees,” including Egyptians and.

REFUGEES FROM 
EGYPT 


Nottingham Jewry’s 
Assistance 


From our Correspondent 


NOTTINGHAM 

Thirty-six Jewish refugees from 
Egypt are being accommodated in 
the cold and comfortless assortment 
of huts which comprise the Eastwood 
Industrial Hostel, ten miles from 
Nottingham. 

Although they have been fitted out 
with clothing by the W.V.S., they are 
bitterly conscious of the inhospitable 
British weather, having to. sleep in 
unheated Nissen huts. They had to 
leave Egypt with nothing but the clothes 
they were wearing and some. useless 
travellers’ cheques drawn on blocked or 
frozen accounts. 

The 36 people constitute a number of 
families, of which the largest its com- 
posed of eight children and their parents. 
Some of these families may temporarily 


have to be broken up and some of the- 


children may be cared for at the Jewish 
Orphanage, Norwood. 

In addition to the hardships of facing 
a British December, kashrut presents a 
great problem to these people, whose 
whole lives are bound up in a great 
tradition of Orthodoxy. The Notting- 
ham Jewish community is mobilising its 
efforts to. alleviate the lot of their fellow- 
Jews, and Rabbi Dr. J. Posen has already 
had offers of financial and practical help. 

The first problem is to obtain accom- 
modation, so that they can move to a 
congenial Jewish atmosphere.

In one town the leader of the 
secret police, who was a Jew, was killed 
by the revolutionaries, who Pinned on his 
body a. notice reading : ‘This is the 
future for every Jew.” 

** All Hungarians, Communists, fascists, 
workers, and intellectuals, are united ‘on 
one point: there is no place for Jews in 
Hungarian life,”’ he added. 

Most of the Hungarian Jewish students 
are living in youth hostels. - Many of 
them have their meals at Hillel House, 
and they paid tribute. to the fine hospi- 
tality. they had received there.

Conference in deciding on the relative 
merits of the applications it receives in 
this field, it appoints from year to year 
Advisory Committees of rapporteurs in 
the various countries, who are qualified 
by their knowledge of the local situation 
and of the matters under review to offer 


authoritative advice. The Advisory 
Committee appointed in this country 
from year to vear (and it should be 


undersiood that it is an ad hoc Com- 
mittee whose task is at an end as soon 
as the grants for the following year have 
been formulated) has consisted of myself 
as Chairman, the Haham, Dr. A. Cohen, 
Dr. A, Steinberg, Mr. H. A. Goodman 
and, latterly, in addition, Dr. Leslie 
Edgar and Dr. I. S. Fox. 

“From the first the Committee con- 
sidered all applications strictly in the 
light of its terms of reference, each mem- 
ber agreeing to recommend grants in all 
cases which in his view merited such 
grants within the context of cultural 
rehabilitation, irrespective of whether he 
was in sympathy with the objects and 
aims of the applicant institutions. 
Applying this criterion the Committee 

was, before the present year, in complete 
unanimity in all cases. In these circum- 
Stances it has been a matter for deep 
regret that the permanent staff and 
Executive Committee of the Claims Con- 
ference haye in many instances failed to 


‘pay due regard to the considered views 


of the Advisory Committee : on the other 
hand, I wish to express our. sincere 
appreciation to the British Directors of 
the Claims Conference who have loyally 
upheld the Advisory Commitiee’s views 
on all occasions. 


Extraneous Considerations 


“This year the concord of the 
‘Advisory Committee was broken by Dr. 
Fox, who opposed the recommending of 
any grant to what he called the Agudists 
and their sympathisers; on the grounds. 
first, that too large a proportion § of 
Claims Conference money was being 
given to ‘one particular trend of 
thought’. and, secondly, that by . their 
alleged hostility to the State of Israel they 
had forfeited any right to consideration. 
Irrespective of whether or not this latter 
charge is justified, the rest. of the Com- 
mittee felt; unanimously, that the intro- 
duction of extraneous considerations 
would run counter to the Advisory Com- 
mittee’s terms of reference and destroy 
the basis which it has worked. Like- 
wise, to. -insist—as did Dr. Fox—on 
submitting a minority report would make 
it impossible for the Committee to con- 
tinue its work, as each member would 
then be in duty bound to consider appli- 
cations in-the light of his own sympathies 
and convictions and coherent 
recommendations would emerge. 

“For the future I hope that J will pre- 
side over an Advisory Committee 
nominated. by the Claims Conference 
which will be able to carry out its speci- 
fied. tasks as objectively and as ‘unani- 
mously as in the past. The major share 
of the cultural allocation—£20,000—has 
in the past gone to the schools. On the 
assumption that all the schools which 
qualify for a grant (on. the grounds that 
they wholly or largely are the ereation of 
refugees or are attended by. the children 
of refugees) have a roughly equal. refugee 
content, this grant has been distributed

and/or secondary. pupils. at each such 
school, and

It should be 
borne in mind that the funds of 
Claims Conference are intended to sub- 
serve a specific purpose and cannot justi- 
fiably be used to meet needs for which 
Anglo-Jewry must properly bear respon- 
sibility. In this connection I would like 
to make honourable mention of the 
Honorary Officers and Council of Jews’

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INTRACTABLE 
PROBLEMS 


NOTWITHSTANDING the intense 


- diplomatic activity of recent weeks, 


there is still no visible sign that we 
are nearer to a real Middle East 
settlement. The fact has to be 
faced that the international prob- 
lems involved in this area remain 
as intractable as ever. Perhaps the 
best that can be said of the results 
so far achieved is that there is 
today a greater awareness in the 
world at large of the urgent neces- 
sity for solving the problems, and 
although this is stimulating a cer- 
tain amount of new thinking the 
way in which the difficulties are to 
be resolved remains the subject of 
endless discussion both in official 
quarters and in the press. 


In effect, there are today two 
major aspects of the Middle Eastern 
problem which, though interrelated, 
are capable of separate treatment. 
One is the problem of the Suez 
Canal, which, now that the United 
Nations are striving to begin itsclear- 
ance, possibly presents the lesser diffi- 
culty, though negotiations are bound 
to be complicated and protracted 
since Colonel Nasser can be expected 
to fight every inch of the way in order 
to retain the maximum sovereignty 
Over this international highway. 
The other aspect concerns the place 
of Israel in the Middle East. Here 
no visible progress whatsoever has 
been made towards finding a 
political solution, and this Js essen- 
tially a political problem. Since 
the Anglo-French intervention in 
Suez and the Sinai campaign the 
balance has tilted slightly in Israel's 
favour, in so far as Israel’s military 
ascendancy been clearly 
demonstrated while politically she 
appears now to be obtaining signifi- 


cant support from France and a 


greater appreciation of her impor- 
tance in Great Britain. On the 
other hand; Arab. antagonism 
towards Israel has become. still 
more fierce, and even Nuri es Said, 
Prime Minister of Iraq, has been 
forced, no doubt as a sop to Arab 
public opinion, to declare — that 
“Israel. must. be eradicated,”. in 
spite of the fact that a short while 
before the crisis broke out he was 
putting forward suggestions for an 


Arab-Israeli settlement based on the 


U.N. Resoiution of 1947. It 1s not, 
perhaps, necessary to take this out- 
burst too seriously, as the situation 
in all the Arab countries is 
extremely fluid. It is true that vir- 
tually the only constant factor 
which has been operative in. the 
Middle East since the days of the 
British Mandate in Palestine has 
been Arab antagonism. towards 
Zionism, but in the past the Arabs 
have always believed, and were 
frequently encouraged jn_ their 
belief by British officials, that the 
Jewish National Home had not 
come to stay. Up to the time of 
the Sinai campaign the Arabs still 
believed that it was possible. to 
drive the Jews into the sea. Not- 
withstanding the propaganda put 
out from Cairo and other Arab 
centres. blaming the Anglo-French 
intervention for their. défeat, the 
truth is bound eventually to sink in, 
and has already been appreciated 


by Arab leaders, that Israel cannot 
_ lightly be overrun. | 


There are two methods of look- 
ing at the Middle East, as there are 
with most political problems— 
the sentimental and the realistic. 
The Arab approach inclines to the 
former, and so, too, does that of 
many well-meaning people in the 
West who believe that to utter the 
magic words “ United Nations ” is 
a panacea for all ills This school 
of thought believes that if the 
problems of Israeli-Arab relations 
are put before the United Nations 
a satisfactory solution can be 


achieved. The dispatch of the 


United Nations Emergency Force 
to Egypt is certainly a step in the 
right direction of giving the United 
Nations power to enforce its reso- 
lutions, but it is evident that this 
by itself does not demonstrate that 
it has reached the stage where it 
can be relied upon to carry out all 
iis obligations. The refusal of 
Hungary to allow United Nations 


observers into its country is a clear 
example of the limitations of the 
United Nations; this was empha- 
sised by the Pope in his Christmas 
broadcast, when he also condemned 
the onesidedness of the critics of 
- Britain and France for their recent 
action in Egypt. While everything 
should be done to give the, maxt- 
mum support to the United Nations 
and its organs, it is obvious that 
they cannot perform miracles. 
It remains to be seen, for instance, 
whether they will succeed in 
ensuring freedom of passage for 
Israeli shipping through the Suez 
Canal after it has been cleared, or 
freedom of navigation in the Gulf 
of Aqaba, to say nothing of safe- 
guarding Israel’s frontiers from 
attack by the Arab States. Until 
proof has been given of the United 
Nations’ capacity in these respects 
Mr. Ben-Gurion is fully justified in 
declaring that “ Israel will under no 
circumstances agree to the return 
of the Egyptian invader” to the 
Gaza Strip. It. 1s _ ridiculous to 
imagine that after all the trouble 
which the Egyptians have caused 
the Israelis in this area they should 
be allowed again to reoccupy a 
territory to which in any event 
their only claim was by right of 
conquest. If the United Nations 
are to deal effectively with this 


problem they, too, must treat it 


realistically so as to ensure that 
peace reigns in the area. So, also, 
in regard to the Israeli border with 
Sinai and the occupation of Tiran 
and Sinafar, the islands which 
dominate the Gulf of Aqaba. A 
United Nations solution which 
simply restores the sfatus quo ante. 
is no solution. 


The more realistic approach to 
the whole problem jis that which 
recognises that the Middle East is 
in serious danger of becoming the 
battleground of. conflicting East 
and West interests. If the area 
cannot be insulated against this 
possibility by the United Nations 
organisation—which itself contains 
the representatives of all the con- 
testing parties—it is necessary that 
the Western Powers should protect 
their own vital interests. This was 
the basic intention behind the ill- 
fated Anglo-French intervention in 
Suez. Now the question is. being 


_asked, in. the light of recent 


developments, how the security of 
the Eastern Mediterranean, which, 


as THe Times has pointed out, “is 


an obvious Nato concern,” can be 
achieved. It is suggested that the 
vexed question of the future of 
Cyprus might be considered in this 
context. Field-Marshal Sir Claude 
Auchinleck has said that Cyprus has 
“ practically none of the requisites 


of an efficient base.” The Defence 


Correspondent of the SUNDAY 
TIMES, discussing the same problem, 
considers that Haifa “ offers almost 
everything “a 
war’ would need to ask.” He 


recognises that “any agreement: 


with the Israelis on Haifa would 
unquestionably alienate the Arab 
bloc, but a strong base there would 
so alter the balance of power in 
the Middle East that such aliena- 
tion might be a _ price. worth 
paying.” | 

Here we have the crux of the 
problem. Is the West to leave a 
solution of the  Israeli-Arab 
problem to the United Nations, 
with all the mutually conflicting 
interests which it embodies? Or 
are the Nato Powers to deal with 
this matter as a question of 
urgency while there is still time ? 
Doubtless the © Russians have 
suffered a setback in the Middle 


Fast as a result of the Sinai cam- 


paign and are seriously preoccupied 
with troubles in Central Europe, 
but their ambitions have been made 
plain. Alone of the Arab statesmen 
Nuri es Said has assessed the 
Russians at their true worth. The 
Turks, of course, have long ago 
recognised the potential danger 
from Russia and are stalwart 
adherents of Nato. Recent events 
have shown the world at large that 
Israel has come to stay. The British 
and United States attitudes towards 
Israel in the post-Sinai period have 
still to be defined. But Mr: Nehru, 
whose propensity for remaining 
uncommitted is well known, has 
hinted that in his opinion. Israeli 
shipping should be permitted to 
use the Suez Canal. At first sight, 
this suggestion would also “unques- 
tionably alienate the Arab bloc.” 
But, perhaps, we are slowly moving 
towards a position where the free 
countries recognise that it is better 
to risk the dispieasure of the Arabs 
than to allow the whole area to be 
dominated by Russia. It is difficult 
to see any other alternative.

_ FUNDS FOR THE DEPUTIES 


Last week's meeting of the 
Board: of Deputies received an 
important statement from __ its 
Treasurer, Mr. F. M. Landau, on 
the working during the past year of 
the voluntary contribution scheme 
at synagogues represented on the 
Board: This scheme aims at raising 
10s. a year for the finances of the 
Board from each synagogue 
member, who is asked for this pur- 
pose to add 5s. each half-year to 
the payment of his synagogue bill. 
The sum asked is surely:a small 
enough contribution for each con- 
gregant to give in order to help 
towards. financing the essential 
activities which the Board under- 
takes on behalf of the entire com- 
munity. However, the. Treasurer's 
financial statement unfortunately 
indicates that the scheme is not yet 
working nearly as satisfactorily as 
it should. Although some syna- 
gogues have increased their contri- 
butions on the previous year, in 
most cases even these increased 
payments still fall far short of the 


“amounts expected. Far too many 


synagogues have failed to reach 
even the previous year’s unsatisfac- 
tory amounts, and the total from all 
sources shows a decline.. A. large 


number: of congregations—includ- 


ing some with distinguished names 
—show a pitifully small contribu- 


tion having regard to their member- 


ship. Indeed, many congregations, 
both in London and the Provinces, 


continue to make no contribution 
‘at all to the scheme. This state of 
affairs is altogether unworthy of 


the community, which is apparently 


inclined to take the work of the - 


Board for granted without provid- 
ing even this comparatively meagre 
contribution towards the finances 


necessary for its maintenance. The 


vital importance of this voluntary 
contribution scheme must be 
brought home more effectively to 
the conscience of all members of 
Synagogues. During the coming 
year a much more sustained 
endeavour must be made by. all 
concerned towards reaching the 
target at which this scheme .aims. 


THE REFUGEES 


No feeling arises more spon- 


taneously in the Jewish soul than 


the / instinctive desire to give 
immediate and generous succour 


to refugees: from foreign oppression» 


who seek asylum in our midst. The 
magnificent response of British 
Jewry to the calls made upon it by 
the victims of Nazi persecution has 
been recently recounted in Professor 
Norman Bentwich’s book, ‘“ They 
Found Refuge.” It is. significant, 


however, that his narrative does not 


begin with the year 1933, but is 
prefaced by an account of the his- 
torical Jandmarks in the long and 


splendid story of Anglo-Jewish aid 


for refugees from the eighteenth 
century onwards. The work of. the 
Central British Fund and other 
relief organisations thus falls into 
its appropriate place as a worthy 
contribution to our noble and 
never-failing traditions of philan- 
thropy towards our homeless 
brethren who seek protection in 


“this land of freedom. And now 


once again we are. summoned. to 
maintain our cherished traditions 
and to show by our actions that we 
are still entitled to the time- 
honoured name of ™ merciful 
children of merciful parents.” 
Alas! the tale of man’s inhumanity 
to man has not ended and the 
pattern of Jewish suffering is again 
being repeated. Hundreds of 
Jewish refugees from Hungary and 
Egypt have recently reached these 
shores and the influx seems likely 
to continue. Many of _ their 
number are probably only tempor- 
ary transmigrants, but in any case 
all of them must be befriended and 
given every possible assistance in 
their distress. From the reports 
published in this paper, it appears 
that various praiseworthy efforts 
are being made by different groups 
to bring needful aid, but too many 
of these efforts: would seem to be 
piecemeal and sporadic. In a 
problem of this importance, which 
reflects upon the repute of the 
whole community, it is desirable 
that all measures of relief should 
be carefully co-ordinated by Some 
authoritative and central body, 
and we urge that such united action 
should be taken without delay. —

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DEAD SEA SCROLL 
Forgery Controversy 


By 
OTHING hasc*so | thrilled 
Biblical scholars and so 


stirred the imagination of 
the public as the discovery of the 


Dead Sea Scrolls in 1947. It has 
almost become the talk of the 
century. But it is not widely 


realised that these Dead Sea Scrolls 
are not the first revelations of their 
kind. Thus the Church. Father 
Origen, third century c.k&., des- 
cribed a find of manuscripts in a 


eave near the Dead Sea. In the 
ninth century Timotheus, - the 
Nestorian Patriarch of Selucia, 


related how the Jews of that time 
had discovered a library of books 
in a cave, including “over 200 
Psalms of David” (the Bible, by 
the way. contains only 150). 

In 1883, the appearance of an 
apparently ancient scroll containing a 
text from Deuteronomy including the 
Ten Commandments, caused an excite- 
ment and stir throughout the scholarly 
world. Judging from press cuttings of 
that time it is perhaps comparable to 
that caused today by the discoverv 
of the Dead Sea Scrolls. — This 
Deuteronomy manuscript. then 
branded at the British Museum<as a 
forgery and was Stored somewhere in 
ignominy and almost forgotten. 


Scholars’ Realisation 


For over 70 years the Shapira Scroll 
has. remained a painful memory to 
Bible amd Hebrew. scholars, A “few. 
years ago, however, some. scholars 
suddenly realised that Shapira’s stor\ 
about the acauisition of Deuteronomy 
tallied almost exactly with that of the 
Dead Sea Scrolls. Moreover. if the 
main arguments against the Shapira 
Scroll are true and acceptable, they will 
invalidate the authenticity of the Dead 
Sea Scrolls ‘too. © Today. Jewish, 
Roman Catholic, Protestant, and 
secular scholars. and scientists, are 
all—perhaps with one — exception. 
Professor S. Zeitlin, of Dropsie 
College, Philadephia—satisfied that the 
Scrolls are genuine and the oldesi 
found in recorded history. 3 

‘|. therefore decided to. study the 
Shapira case. The “ Enevclopedia 
Britannica ” briefly describes the story 
under. the heading of “Literary 
Forgeries.” This was not helpful at 
all. I thought it would be best to go 
to the British Museum and try my 
luck. My aim was to examine the 
special dossier there on Shapira and, if 
necessary, to draw the attention of the 
scholars and the public to his docu- 
ment for.a thorough re-examination 
and appraisal. Now, the dossier con- 
tains interesting——though incomplete-- 
papers relative to M. W. Shapira’s 
allegedly forged MS. of Deuteronomy, 
consisting chiefly of original hand- 
written Jetters from Shapira to Walter 
Besant. then Secretary of the Palestine 
Exploration Fund to Edward Bond. 
British 
Museum, and to Dr. Christian David 
Ginsburg, a Jewish convert and a dis- 
tinguished Semitic scholar, who was 
appointed to report on the MS. for the 
British Museum. Alas. the dossier 
does not contain the original MS.. but 
happily there are 1eproductions. in 
photograph and lithoeraph and even 
transcripts of the MS. prepared by 
Ginsburg. Most valuab'e also are 
several contemporary. newspaper. cut- 
tings on the heated controversy. 


Convert to Christianity 


M. W. Shapira (nobody knows what 
the initials stand for) was a Polish Jew 
who was converted to Christianity and 
settled in Jerusalem as an antique 
dealer. A number of ancient authentic 
rabbinic and Arabic documents in the 
possession of the British Museum were 
purchased: through him. but his 
reputation. was ruined .in..the period 
after the discovery of Moabite pottery 
which was sold to the Berlin Museum 
and which was subsequently exposed 
as Spurious by Clermont-Ganneau, the 
dean of Palestinian archeologists of 
the period, 

In however Shapira sprang 
into the headlines when he offered for 
sale a manuscrint of Deuteronomy. 
He announced his find in May of that 
vear in a letter to Professor Herman 
Strack, a great scholar of his day. “I 
have a curious manuscript,” he wrote, 
“ written in old Hebrew or Pheenician 
letters. Im 1878 f met several Beduin 
in the house of the well-known Sheikh. 
Mahmud of Arakat and one of them 
related that several vears previously. 
when fleeing from his enemies, he hid 
in a cave high up in a rock facing the 
Moujib [the river Arnon]. He dis- 
covered several bundles of very old 
rues. Thinking they might contain 
gold, he neeled away a good deal of 


cotton or linen. but only found strips | 


of hlack leather.” 

Shapira writes that he obtained these, 
pieces of leather. which on treatment 
Proved to be manuscripts estimated by 
him as belonging to three different 
documents. “| found the manuscripts 
very hard for my eves,” he wrote, “ the 
ink is nearly indestructible—either by

spirit—which is unusual in Oriental 
manuscripts.” The writing, by the 
way, was Originally so blackened as 
to be invisible and only became 
momentarily legible when rubbed with 
Spirit of wine. 
. The text employed in these MSS. 
shows discrepancies. of the - most 
remarkable and important character. 
Comparison with the passage of the 
Ten Commandments, for 
Shows important variations. 
_Tt was further observed that the dis- 
tinctive. name for the Almighty. 
* Jehovah,” does not appear at all: 
the familiar phrase of the traditiona!] 
version “ The Lord. thy God.” being 
replaced throughout by “God thy 
God.” | 
It was immediately realised that 
these fragments presented problems of 
the utmost importance and ‘interest 
both to criticism and. exegesis. unless 
indeed, they are to be regarded as the 
ingenious fabrications of some 
Oriental who, knowing the interest felt 
by scholars in variations of the Sacred 
Text, set himself,- with infinite pains 
and skill, to forestall. growing 
demand. 


Bible Contradicted 

One of illogical reasons 

advanced by this scholar was that the 
MS. contradicted the Bible. The 
classical illustration is drawn froni the 
fen Commandments: The MS. reads, 
“IT am God, thy God. who liberated 
thee from the land of Egypt. from the 
‘house of bondage.” whereas the tradi- 
tional text reads. “].am the Lord. thy 
God, who brought you: out. from the 
land of Egypt, from the house. of 
bondage.” 
‘When asked why he had kept the 
discovery a secret. for five years, 
Shapira replied that he had informed 
Professors Schottmann and Delitzsch 
of the find in 1878, and the former had 
replied, “ You dare call this forgery 
a text! basing his opposition to its 
genuineness on its variations from the 
accepted version. 

In July, however, when Shapira 
arrived in London, he became the man 
of the hour. The document was 
valued at a million. guineas and the 
British Museum asked several experts, 
headed by Ginsburg. to  <xamine it: 
Ginsburg, without comm:.uaing himseif 
published a com- 
plete description and translation in 
THE TImMes. Reporters. and photo- 
graphers swarmed round Shapira. 
PUNCH had a cartoon with “ Detective 
Ginsburg” and “ Mr. Sharp-eye-ra.” 
The LONDON ILLUSTRATED NEws sent 
to Palestine for photographs of the 
locality where the find had been made. 
A number of fragments were. put on 
display. and the Prime Minister. Mr.. 
Gladstone, paid a special visit to look 
at them. 

It was at this point that the French 
Minister of. Public Instruction 
requested Clermont-Ganneéau to go to 
London to examine the documents. 
The latter has described the mission 
fully. with a wealth of sarcasm in his 
book, “Les Fraudes Archéologigues 
en Palestine.” He was received coldly. 
Admitting his preconception against 
the authenticity of the Scroll, he asked 
for only a few minutes to handle it, 
but this was refused him. (Shapira, 
still the owner, had -a say _ here). 
Clermont-Ganneau had therefore to 
content himself with looking at the 
fragments on public view, and in a 
few minutes he was convinced. that 
they were forgeries. After he had

‘announced this publicly. nearly all the 


scholars—including Ginsburg 
on the bandwagon 
Shanira as a forger. 
A few English savants held. out for 
a short time-out of national pride,” 
according to Clermont-Ganneau, while 
the MANCHESTER -com- 
plained. that the..French. expert. had 
“shown the hand of the critic a litte 
too soon for British notions of. fair 
plav.”. It was not long, however. 
before the forgery was universally 
admitted and. practically forgotten. 
Clermont-Ganneau-returned ta .London 
after a few months and was *tlowed to 
look at what he called “ Dr Ginsburg's 
precious relics.” and hts -previous 
judgment was only confirmed. He 
claimed that Shenira had taken an old 
synagogue Scroll as base, and that 
traces of it were still discernible.

| Ignominious Retirement 


Shapira retired to the Continent in 
ignominy. In August. 1883. he wrote 
begging the British Museum to submit 
the manuscripts to other scholars and 
archeologists. “The tendency of 
showing great scholarship by detecting 


a foreerv is rather great in our age, — 


he complained. In anger he writes a 
letter to Dr. Ginsburg: 


Dear Dr. Ginsbure.——" You. have made 
a fool of me by publishing and exhibiting 
thines vou have believed them to be false. 
1 do not think | will be able to survive 
this shame. although | am yet not con- 
vinced that the MS. is a forgery unless 
Mr. Clermont-Ganneau did it.

he committed suicide in Rotterdam. 
In July, 1884, his widow wrote to the 
Museum requesting the return of. the 
Scroll, but there is no indication of a 
reply having been sent or of the fate 
of the documents. 


The whole story might 
remained in oblivion had not certain 
scholars been struck by. certain 


parallels between the Dead Sea Scrolls 
and the Shapira Scroll. The Erupes 
of January, 1956, contains 
notes on Biblical fragments discovered 
in Qumran caves. many of them from 
the Book of Deuteronomy (“ the most 
popular book in Qumran ™), with some 
also. written. in Pheenician script, 
though of a later period than that of 
Shapira s Deuteronomy. 

Reviewing. these findings recently, 
Dr. Yeivin. Director of Antiquities in 
Israel. called for a reinvestigation of 
the Shapira Scroll. The Scroll (which 
consisted of 15 leather strips sewn 
together) may be lying in some 
repository of the - British Museum 
(which, however. denies possession), 
may have been thrown out long ago. 
or may have been. returned to the: 
Shapira family. 

Shapira’s. daughter. was a noted 
authoress. one of ‘whose works, “‘La 
Petite Fille de Jerusalem,” published 
in 1914, contains an account of the 
whole incident: under thinly. disguised 
names. She presented a copy to Notre 
Dame Convent in. Jerusalem and 
signed it. with her: marned name, 
Perrault. It includes a moving account 
of her father poring over his great find 
provide her with a 
dowry from the proceeds. When the 
posstbility of its being worth a millian 
guineas 1s broached. he muses, “* With 
that. I could buy. all Palestine.” But 
there is no indication in the book of 
the whereabouts of: the Scroll and. 
Mme pee mav no longer be alive. 

echnical! Description 

Fortunately, there are photographs 
preserved in the British Museum. while 
Clermont-Ganneau's. book contains a 
sketch and a detailed technical descrip- 
tion. Certain elements _ previously 


taken to indicate a forgery can now 


be eliminated. such as.the fact that the 
strips were sewn together. Clermont- 
Ganneau's description of the clear 
stv'us rulings recalls the Dead Sea 
Scrolls, as do the circumstances of the 
discovery ¢Shapira’s was on the eastern 
shores of the Dead Sea, but this is not 
an insuperable difficulty). On the 


other hand, the script 1s rather néarer 


to the Moabite Stone than to the 
Pheenician Script of the Dead Sea 
fragments, but,. unlike the Qumran_ 
documents, it uses no vowel-letters. 
Any scholar dealing with the Dead 
Sea Scrolls can hardly fail to admit 
that the whole incident should be care- 
fully re-examined. .

Shapira’s fragments are. photo- 
graphically reproduced and can be 


examined at any 
ume. Most of the 
objections to their 
antiquity, if valid, 
seem now to apply 
to the Dead Sea 
Scrolls, but the 
latter are no doubt 
genuine. I wish 
again to. stress that 
1 do not. claim 
t hat  Shapira’s 
Deuteronomy is 
genuine; I simply 
believe that 
in the light 
of the recent 
discoveries the 
whole question 
must. be. carefully 
examined, 

My impression is 
that there is a 
eood chance of 
this Scroll emerg- 
ing aS a genuine 
one. It is, mm fact. 
quite feasible that 
Shapira might have 
suffered a great 
injustice, seventy 
years ago, and that 
even if his Deuter- 
‘onomy did not date 
from.

If 
it should be possible to prove-—-as is 
indicated in John Hillaby's report——that 
these. fragments are textually similar to 
or in some parts even identical with cer- 
tain. scrolls discovered since at 
Qumran, then a mystery of unparalleled 
importance would be woven round the 
latter, and thus justify to a great extent 
what.

Scholar

HEN peoplé speak of 

Buber, they. generally mean 

Martin Buber, the fore- 
most interpreter of Chassidism to 
the modern world, and the thinker 
whose philosophy 
occupies an important place in 
contemporary thought. But there 
was another Buber, Martin Buber’s 
grandfather, Solomon Buber, the 
banker-scholar of Lemberg, ‘in 
Galicia, who died just fifty years 
ago, on December 25, 1906. 

Solomon Buber was a untque tvpe 
in the history of Jewish scholars and 
scholarship. A prominent figure: tn 
the financial and commercial life of 
the old Austro-Hungarian. empire, he 
was at the same time the world’s 
leading authority on Midrashic litera- 
ture. on the vast ocean of Haggada. 
enshrined in the Talmud and_ later 
Midrashim. 

When we think of the term banker- 
scholar. a name that Comes readily to 
our minds is that of the late Walter 
Leaf. who combined the roles of. a 
leading binker in the City of London 
with that of an international reputa- 
tion as a Homeric scholar. Solomon 
Buber. too. was a humanist; but for 
him. the true litferea humaniores were 
enshrined in the old Rabbinic homilies 
of the great teachers of Haggada. 


Serving Two Masters 


No one has vet: explained how it 
was possible for Buber to serve two 
masters: Jewish literature and finance. 
and to attain the highest distinction 
in both fie'ds. We have had wealthy 
men in our own community—men hke 
the late F. D. Mocatta and Claude 
Montefiore, who were both great 
patrons of Jewish scholarship, the 
Jatter a distinguished theologian tn his 
own right. But Solomon Buber was. 
a genius. - He rescued from oblivion a 
great many important Midrashic tex!s, 


hitherto known only through quota- 
tions in Rabbinic literature. These he 
provided with schelarly introductions 
which in. themselves were miaster- 
pieces of critical analysis, addex 
brilliant annotations, expert philologi- 
cal. notes, variant readings, and, in 
addition, traced back parallel passages 
to their original sources with details of 
authorship and subsequent citation. 
He had a first-class secular education 
which included a thorough knowledge 
of the classical. languages. 


Valuable Hebrew Editions 


Today students the world over use 
Buber’s editions of the Pesiktoth- 
homilies on certain sections of the 
Scriptures as read on festivals and 
special Sabbaths: of the Tanchuma on 
the whole Pentateuch: of the Midrash 
on...Psalms,.. and...of...many.. another 
Rabbinic commentary of the 
Midrashic order, Far from using the 
Torah “as a Spade with which to dig,” 
Solomon Buber used his ample means 
to obtain from the great libraries of 
the world and from private collections, 
precious Hebrew manuscripts and 
rare printed books, which he used with 
scientific insight in the preparation of 
his scholarly . productions. The 
language he used throughout was a 
lucid and scholarly Hebrew. The 
libraries he combed included those of 
Oxford. Cambridge, Rome, Munich, 
Paris Parma and Constantinople. 

Is there an historical continuity, a 
line of kinship. a cultural development 
to be traced from Solomon Buber, the 
Maskil of Lemberg, to his grandson, 
Martin Buber. the modern sage? A 
fruitful line of thought may be sug- 
gested by the similarity between many 
a Midrashic homily and the legendary 
anecdotes which adorn Chassidic 
literature. The method—that of 
teaching by parallel—is basically the 
same. Powerful and — pregnant 


Midrashic thoughts, uniquely phrased. 
are reproduced, centuries after they 


were first uttered, in 
human, yet profound tales of the 
Chassidim. Terse utterances — of 
majestic power, such as “ The anecls 
weave man’s pravers into garlands 
round the Godhead” “The 
patriarchs are the chiriot-throne of 
God,” are later used by. Chassidic 
teachers and tlumined in innumerable 
ways.

Community’s Inadequate Facilities

Does the community cater ade- 
quately for youth? This was the 
subject of a symposium held at the 
Holy Law Synagogue, Manchester, 
last week, with Mr. David er 
presiding. 


Mr. Harold Glickman, criticising the 
Shechita Board, alleged that their fees 
for supervision proved too exorbitant 
to enable a kosher restaurant to be run 
profi: ably in the centre of Manchester, 
where could be used by youth. 

Dayan I. Golditch, of the Manchester 
Beth Din, said (‘on behalf of. the 
Shechita Board 
pared to give full-time supervision free 
of charge to a newly opened Jewish 
restaurant on the city centre on application 
by the restaurateur, 

Proceeding, Dayan Golditch said that 
one could hardly condemn the youngsters 
for not going along to the synagogue in 
the evening to study when the parents 
themselves stayed away. Some of the 
chicf synagogues, he went on, were very 
fine for worship but for social activities 
were by no means adequate. The Ortho- 
dox section particularly was not pulling 
us weight and should provide accom- 
modation that would challenge the 
accommodation provided clsewhere. 

Mr. Glickman said there were many

facilities for Jewish youth in Manchesier, 
but they were all the product of the 
youth themselves: the Communal 
Council @id very little for the youth. It 
was wrong to accuse the youth of not 
being interested in Judaism, the speaker 
declared.

*People will willingly give money.” he 
said, “if their name goes up in lights, 
but they will not give it to their own 
sons and daughters whom they will later 
blame for marrying out of the faith, not 
turning up at synagogue, and failing. to 
take part in the working of the 


community.”

DOCTOR IN DUBLIN 


Master of the Rotunda 


One Doctor in His Time. By 
BeTREL SOLOMONS. Christopher 
Johnson. 18s. |

Most Englishmen who spend any 
time in Ireland and fall under the 
spel} of that charming and beautiful 
island realise sooner or later that there, 
if anywhere, time has stopped short 
and fundamentally, for all the political 
renaissance and outward trappings of 
the Atomic Age, the spirit of 1899 
lingers on; that Eire has been blessed 
for half a century and more with a 
prolongation of the late Victorian Era. 

This autobiography of Dr. Solomons 
provides excellent evidence of this 
survival. In any other country the 
career of this distinguished obsteiri- 
cian would be an_ unbelievable 
anachronism. In [reland alone today 
can one enjoy life as our forefathers 
did. Society there is so small and so 
integrated that a great doctor can stil] 
play a leading part in the literary life 
of the capital, can still hunt more 
easily than even an English country 
G.P., and, with all that, can still be a 
very successful Master of the Rotunda 
and an Irish Rugby Selector in. the 
bargain. 


A Full Life 


Dr. Bethel Solomons has known 
everyone worth meeting in Dublin 
circles for the last fifty years and has 
many contacts this side. of the Irish 
Channel. His hospitality is legendary 
and your reviewer looks back with 
gratitude to the days when he sampled 
it at Killiney. This book provides an 
amiable retrospect of the life and time 
of this gifted virtuoso. . 

Readers of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


will probably find most interesting the

He is a 
leader of Liberal Judaism in Ireland 
and at the same time frankly states that 
his emotional loyalty to the Jewish 
people is primarily racial rather than 
religious or historical. It would take 
an Irishman to defend that paradox 
these days, and even Dr. Solomons 
perhaps fails to'do so with conviction. 
To him. the’ Liberal Jewish faith 
frankly provided a means of identifying 
himself with Judaism after the Hitler 
persecutions began: before that he 
apparently toyed with Unitarianism 
and, although he worked vigorously in 
founding the Liberal Jewish com- 
munity in Dublin, he does not really 
much need communal worship for 
himself. He quite frankly states his 
ideal of a good Jew and what to him 
are the. essential tenets of Liberal 
Judaism in a way which would surely 
perplex the more conservative teachers 
of that creed. His views on anti- 
semitism would also appear unduly 
simple. To him ostentation causes it 
and the remedy is less ostentation and 
more mixing with non-Jews, so as to 
‘ease the difficulties of social adjust 
ment.” Comment is ennecessary. but 
one marvels that the rose-hued 
spectacles of Victorien liberalism 
(that over-worked word has a political 
connotation this time) still have a 
wearer in Co, Dublin. |

EARLY MANITOBA 


Jewish Experiences in Early 
Manitoba. By Rappt ARTHUR A. 
Manitoba Jewish Publications, 
Winntpeg.

This praiseworthy collection of a 
dozen essays by Rabbi Chiel, of 
Winnipeg, is interesting and wide in 
The author covers several 
incidents in local history taken from 
newspapers and minute-books, and 
goes further afield to discuss variously: 
the Messianic. pretensions of Louis 
Riel. the half-breed Manitoban rebel 
leader | some minor personal docu- 
ments of Sir Moses Montefiore (which 
seem to have emigrated from the 
Ramsgate Collection to the Manitoba 
Provineial: Archives); and Disraeli’s 
* Jewishness. 

Rabbi Chiel is at his best on home 
ground and he has dug out some 
interesting Vignettes of Manitoban 
Jewish life from the early days of the 
Russian immigrants. who laboured in 
the ‘bitter Western weather to build 
the C.P.R. railroad. He gives an 
account of some roughs who assaulted 


range. 


a group of these Jews in 1882, and of: 


the lenethy and liberal judicial diatribe 


to which the Chief Justice of Manitoba 
subjected them after their conviction, 
in which the learned Judge related the 


history of the Jewish people in detail 


from the beginning down to 1882. 
There is the foundation-stone laying of 
the new synagogue in 1889 by an 
Anglican Canon, who was Grand 
Master of the- local Freemasons’ 
Lodge, There is a blind ~ Meshuloch ” 
from Jerusalem, who appears before 
the aldermen of Winnipeg in the same 
year and unsuccessfully demands a free 


railway ticket to Montreal to further 


his “ holy mission.” 

The book is based on fresh research 
in local archives, but when he ranges 
wider afield Rabbi Chiel’s. historical 
grasp is less firm. His account of 
Louis Riel does scant justice to the 
forces of law and order: and it is 
really not possible to prove from 
American newspaper cuttings that 
Disraeli was a secret Jew, when his 
own writings provide evidence of a 
devout Christianity, based admittedly 
on a bizarre notion of Jewish racial 
superiority. When the author remarks

Professor Simmons has edited the 
authoritative essays of thirty scholars, 
specialising in Soviet studies, who 
undertook the task of explaining the 
Soviet “ enigma ” in terms of change 
and continuity between the Tsarist and 


Communist régimes, 


Professor Hans Kohn’s essay on 
Nationalist Messianism” throws an 
interesting light on Dostoievski’s 
savage chauvinism. Three forces in 
Furope aroused his special animosity : 
the plutocracy, the Jews, and the Catho- 
lic Church. He was deeply convinced 
that these forces conspired against 
Russia. Mr. Isaiah Berlin contributes 
«u fascinating study on.“ Herzen and 
Bakunin. Individual Liberty.” 
Alexander Herzen, descended from a 
Jewish family, became the outstanding 
champion of Russian liberalism in the 
nineteenth century.

offers us another eve-witness’s account 
of the consternation and_ bitterness 
with which the Russian people received 
the news of the Soviet-Nazt pact in 
1939. The author had intimate friends 


in the Kremlin, and he is in a position — 


to describe some of the circumstances 
which persuaded Stalin to change his 
policy towards religion during the 
German occupation. The Germans 
had reopened the churches in 
Byelorussia, the Ukraine. and the Baltic 
lands, as well as in parts of Russia. 
The fact that the churches were full 
showed that, after years of anti- 
religious drives, faith was as strong as 
ever. Stalin apparently recognised this 
when he heard that at Duvanoy a 
handful of Soviet sailors made the sign 
of the cross before sacrificing their 
lives in a heroic struggle against 
German tanks. 

Expediency demanded that religion 
should again be made “ respectable.” 
Since then, it was discovered that the 
simulacrum of religious freedom can 
serve the Soviet régime in peace as 
well as in war.

Egypt and Morocco 


A Family in Egypt. By Mary 
ROwWLATY. Robert Hale. 18s. 


Moroccan Drama 1900-1955, By

These two good books are of 
unequal value. They deal with 
life in two great Moslem countries, 
Egypt and Morocco, but while Miss 
Mary Rowlatt gives us an account of 
what she personally. noticed of -day- 
to-day life in Egvpt where she was 
born and where she lived happily, 
Mr. Rom Landau, with excellent argu- 
ments, proofs, and statistics, paints an 
objective historical panorama of 
Morocco from 1900 to 1955. 

To my disappointment, Miss Row- 
latt has omitted to give us an inside 
picture of the life of the “ bourgeois ” 
families of Egypt or of the wealthier 
Egyptian families which she and her 
family used to visit on official or 
private occasions, but tells us instead 
how she appreciated and loved the way 
of life and the loyalty and kindness of 
the mumerous servants, gardeners, 
boabs (doorkeepers), etc.. whom the 
members of her family have had at 
their service during the century that 
they have spent in Egypt. 


Attitude to Foreigners 


Being myself a Briton born in 
Feypt and having. spent 46 vears of 
my life there, mixing with members of 
all faiths and nationalities, having 
personal friends among the leading 
Egyptians, Cabinet ministers, army 
officers, lawyers, journalists. business 
men, fellahin, ete., I can say that this 


fine work of Miss -Rowlatt’s could be - 


described as an “ unfinished symphony 
and hymn for Egypt,” dealing as it 
does with only. one side, and that pot 
the most: important, of real life in 
Egvpt.

servants, doorkeepers, even fellahin. 
has always loved and respected the 
foreigners. However, what about 
the Effendis of Cairo and Alexandria” 
What about the ~ nationalists .of 
the Wafd fin fact the most 
tolerant of. Egyptians), the national- 
ist party of Mustafa Kemal (among 
the most fanatical with the Moslem 
Brotherhood); the young. students 


-of both sexes, nourished on the 


advanced ideas - of. the French 
Revolution, who could never distin- 
guish between the foreign rulers and 
the foreigners who have lived in Egypt 
for generations? If Miss Rowlatt had 
had such contacts, she would have 
been able to tell us why the real rulers 
of Egypt, the military junta, have 


dealt with the foreigners and the Jews 


in the savage way théy have. 

This important part of life in 
Egypt excepted, Miss Rowlatt’s book 
iS a good and charming account of 
native life in Egypt seen through the 
eyes of a British family which, despite 
its numerous acquaintances among 
the .Egyptian “‘man. in. the street.” 
remained, naturally and instinctively. 
distant from the intimate way of 
Egyptian life. | 


Struggle for Independence 


The same type of Jews live also in 
the Moslem country of Morocco and 
among the same type of Arabs and 
Moslems, but the struggle for indepen- 


dence has, fortunately, not induced the | 


rulers of Morocco to persecute the 
Jews. On the contrary, Mr. Landau 
tells us how the Sultan, Sidi 
Mohammed Ben Youssef, has officially 


refused permission to leave the country 


to those Jews who wish to emigrate to 
Israel, despite their fear of some of 
their Moslem fellow-citizens. The 
Sultan once declared that “ Moroccan 
Jews are my subjects, and my duty is 
to protect them against any aggres- 
sion.” This was during the second 
World War and under the Government 
of Vichy ; and when the,war was over. 
M. René Cassin, President of the 
French Alliance Israélite, sent the 
Sultan a letter in which, in the name 
of the French Jews, he thanked him 
for having saved the lives of so many 
of their race. For indeed, writes Mr. 
Landau, “the life and property of 
many thousands of Jews were saved 
thanks to the Sultan’s courage and to 
the support he received from the entire 
Muslim community in Morocco.” 
This difference in the treatment of 
the Jews in two Moslem countries is, 
in my opinion, due to the fact that, 
while Egypt, since the time of the 
Ptolemies, has always been a country 
occupied by foreigners—the Fatimites, 
the Ayoubites, the Mamelukes, the 
Turks, Mohammed Ali, the French, 
and the British—Morocco was nearly 
always a free country. The savage re- 


.action of the Egyptians against their 


own nationals of non-Moslem faith, is 
due to their complex of being a 
dominated people; while the Moroc- 
cans, ruled by the French only since 
1912, though fighting for their free- 
dom, did not find it neccessary or fair 
to. blame the Jews for what has

HEBREW WITH TEARS 
Staying the Course 


By RUTH 


E arrived at the Ulpan 
with 13 pieces of luggage 
and bucket-bag con- 


taining 24 clothes-hangers, which . 


we reckoned had cost us a small 
fortune in porters between London 
and Marseilles. We had entered 
Haifa port at an unmentionable 
hour earlier that day and gone 
through immigration and _ health 
formalities very quickly. 

A guardian angel with an American 
accent, sent from the Jewish Agency, 
steered us through sympathetic 
customs and into an Israeli sherut 
taxi, which was to take us to the door 
of the Ulpan, just outside Tel Aviv. 
The first thing that impressed us was 
the greenness of the land; we had 
been on holiday in Greece, where we 
found it more barren than Israel. No 
one seemed to know just exactly 
where the Ulpan was, least of all our 
driver, but we did at last find it, set 
in a semi-tropical garden. with cacti 
and exotic blue and red flowers. This 
was to be home for the next five 
months ; this was the place where we 


were to have an intensive Hebrew 
course. 
Our room was in a_ two-storey 


block ; it was light and airy and quite 
large enough for our needs. There 
were two beds. two bedside tables. a . 
study table; two chairs and a stool, 
a wardrobe and extra hanging space.- 
Once we had unpacked and put some. 
of our pictures on the wall it looked 
almost like home. 
An Early Start 
The next two davs we-used as a 

breathing-Space . . . and then. classes 

began; at eight in the morning—an 
unearthly hour for us.. We rose every 

day. at 6.45, for breakfast was at 

7.15. Classes were held in huts. near 

by and were from 8 to 12.30, with 

three breaks, the first one at 9.30 

for “elevenses.” ‘During the last two 

breaks we sat on the grass and 

moaned that we couldnt, really 

couldn't. absorb: one word more of 

the language, .But back went. 

Lunch. was at:.12.30, and then we 


slept for a while, an -Israeli custom 


tailor-made for the. two. of -us. 
Between tea at 3.15 and supper at 


6.30 we did our homework, as well as 


revision and extra preparation, sitting 
just. inside our room,. with only the 
netting door closed against flies and 
mosquitos. After dusk we listened to 


the crickets chirping pleasantly on the 


lawn. 

The lessons. were unique, because 
they were conducted completely in 
Hebrew. although the students came 
from 23 different countries. Only 
when word or. phrase was particu- 


larly difficult. would a: teacher. use 
another language. Any method was 
used to make their meaning clear. 


Jonas’s teacher was trying one day to 
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explain the difference between dust. 
sand, and gravel; she dashed out of 
the room and returned a few minutes 
later with samples of all ‘threé in her 
hand. Next day the class sat. with 
bated breath while she taught them 
the words for tree. trunk. and 
branches ! 
The beginning of the Ulpan was 
like the Tower of Babel in. reverse- 

everyone spoke a different tongue - 
at meal-times the English sat with the 
Americans at one end of a table. 
while the French collected at the 
other end and the Russians and Poles 
formed other groups elsewhere. But

the language barriers decreased each 
day; the limit of our conversation 
was no longer merely to: ask for. the 
bread, or the salt, or the jam—though 
the cynics would say that. by. then 
we had learned each other's language!

Whenever we could we went out 
to air our new vocabulary. In slow. 
careful Jvrit- we would ask the ‘bus 
driver -how. much it to- our 
destination and would he please tell 
us when we arrived. The answers 
were nearly always in good English ! 
Incidentally. we always asked: for our 
destination in rather loud: voices and 
at least one person could be relied 
upon to pipe up: “Tm going there © 
or “I'll take you. I know it.’ 

Old settlers, it seems, would have 
liked the chance of an Ulpan, and 
although the course was difficult and 
studying the language was hard, we 
are very. satisfied with our Hebrew 
with tears. confident that it will prove 
a good grounding for the years to 
come.

Fruit 
may be expensive in winter, but green 
vegetables and salads will give just. as 
much Vitamin C, Do not cut out butter 
and milk for fear of putting on weight —

A crowd of relatives. and friends as 
well as representatives of the Federation 
of Women Zionists gathered on the lawn 
around the large cream ambulance, while 
the Rev. Philip Cohen, Minister of the 
Liberal Jewish Synagogue, performed the 
consecration ceremony. 

After Mrs. Kennedy Leigh had 
unveiled the ambulance, Mrs. Daphne 
Siefl, Vice-Chairman of the Federation of 
Women Zionists, thanked Mr. and Mrs. 
Kennedy Leigh on behalf of the Wizo 
Baby Home. She said that the ambulance 
would be used in a peaceful life-saving 
service, bringing children from slam and 
camp to devoted care and attention in 
the Baby Home. Up till now the Home 
had had only makeshift transport—the 
gift of this ambulance would mean that 
even. premature babies could be trans- 
ported in safety. 

Mrs. Kennedy ‘Leigh was presented 
with the Wizo brooch by Mrs. Sieff, and 
with a golden replica of the ambulance 
by Mr. Peter Morrison, who expressed 
his personal thanks for this. generous

would be shipped without delay to Isracl.

CIRCUS 


One expects a very high standard of 
performance and presentation by the 
Bertram Mills Circus, and the show at 
Olympia is quite excellent. Animals and 
humans share about equally in the out- 
standing acts. The Donathas Bears secm 
likely to prove the most popular per- 
formers with audiences of all ages: my 
four-year-old daughter has hardly ceased 
to express her wonderment at the manner 
of which one of the bears rides a bicycle.

HEBREW POETS 


Most of you know that a consider- 
able part of the Bible consists of 
poetry. The lyrical beauty of the 
Psalms and of the great poetic pas- 
sages of the Prophetic books has never 
been surpassed. Many people consider 
the Book: of Isaiah to be the greatest 
poetical work ever written. 

In post-Biblical and Talmudic times 
Hebrew poetry continued to be written, 


but it no longer attained the high | 


standard of Biblical poetry. In the 
centuries ‘following the conclusion of 
the Talmud,: many of our festival 
prayer-book hymns were composed by 
religious poets such as Eleazar Kaliri, 
but we Know very little about their 


- lives and times. . 
During: the Middle Ages, Hebrew 


poetry flourished in Spain. Fine 
poetical works were written by Ibn- 
Gabirol and the gifted members of the 
Ibn-Ezra family ; but the most famous 
of them all was Yehuda Halevi whose 
immortal songs of Zion will always 
remain among the pearls of our 
liturgy.. 

Owing to: the persecutions and 
expulsions of Jews in the later Middle 
Ages, Hebrew poetry declined. It was 
revived by the Haskala movement in 


the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries,. 


and Chaim Nachman Bialik (1873- 
1934) became the greatest poet of 
Modern Hebrew literature. 


FAMOUS COMMUNITIES 


Apart from Jerusalem, the most 
important towns in ancient Israel 
were Samaria, the capital of the 
Northern Kingdom. during the First 
Temple period, and Caesarea which 
was founded by Herod in the first 
century B.c.E., and which became the 
administrative capital of the country 
under the Romans. Outside Palestine,

THE VIEWS OF YOUTH 


this 


choosing. 


HE problem facing Anglo- 

Jewish youth is one which no 

previous generation has had 
to face. Moreover, it is a problem 
which must be propounded within 
the contexts of both England and 
Israei. Since 1948 the creation of 
the State of Israel has aggravated 
the question of dual loyalties, which 
in Britain culminated with the con- 
troversy over 17 Jewish Labour 
M.P.s voting with their party 
against what many Jews, for better 
or for worse, claim to have been 


Israeli, and therefore Jewish, 
interests. 
As regards Israel, the situation 


which faces youth is not the same as 
that which our parents had to face. 
Today the adult generation is settled 
in this green and pleasant land, and it 
would be asking much to broach the 
subject of aliya for them. Socially 


and economically they find themselves 


fully integrated in the British way of 
life, and as Jews they have served their 
country faithfully. The youth are, 
however, faced with new worlds to 


conquer. For them. the wherewithal . 


exists for the first time in 2,000 years 
to serve both themselves and the new 
State. Their Western education and 
background can enrich their lives 
after aliya to the State which itself 
would welcome the ingathering of 
such talent. It ts from such people 
that the leaders can emerge, and a 


realisation of this would .offset the 


burden of emigrants from oppression 
in North Africa. 


Pressing Problem 


Moreover, if seen in a religious light, 
the problem becomes even more press- 
ing. "In the Diaspora the Jew is one 


of many minorities, for ever trying to— 


gain his neighbour's tolerance, on 
which his very existence depends. In 
the context of the university, the 
religious Jew may not play rugger on 
Shabbat, may not. participate in the 
social balls oh Friday night. By his 


non-participation he is missing little,. 


but nevertheless it must be realised 
that university life has more value 
attached to it than mere book-learn- 
ing. Thus, according to the degree of 
one’s religious observance, some value 


which can be derived from the extra- 


curricular activities must be sacrificed. 
It may well be argued that such a 


state of affairs is ipso facto of. benefit, 


since sense. of self-discipline is 
voluntarily imposed... Yet such self- 
discipline can become increasingly 
abhorrent when the remedy to this 
situation clearly exists. In Israel the 


Jew is of the majority and the obser- 
vance of the Jewish religion is not . 


considered. an eccentricity but the 
essence of normality. Consequently, 
the true observance of the Torah by 
the minority among a majority can 
‘only 
minority has in its hands the power 
and the opportunity to effect as its 
object the norm. Thus, those who 
elect for aliya are taking the logical 
step conducive ultimately. to complete 
identification. between the religious 
faith and. the naturalistic upsurge. 


Drift Back To Observance 


For those of the younger generation 
who remain, the question must be 


posed as to their future mode of 
existence, if any, aS Jews. féw 
random pointers may lead to an 
answer. Primarily, among = young 


people generally and perhaps Jews in 


- particular, there is a drift back towards 


religious observance and emphasis 
from the fashionable scepticism and 
cynical rejection of the last two 
decades. A microcosm of this is in 
the catharsis evident at the university. 
Here Hillel House has a great part to 
play in our Jewish context, and Mr. 
Charles Corman expressed his views 
on this subject very pointedly. some 
weeks ago in the -columns of 
THe JeEwtsH CHRONICLE. Yet while 
culture may be lacking, in London 
University it would seem more incum- 
bent on the College Jewish Societies to 
bridge this chasm than the University 
of London Jewish Union Society, a 
body more amply suited to providing 
the social outlet and activities for the 
Jewish student. Moreover, it: would 
indeed be surprising if the 500 Jewish 
students of the University of London, 
of whom Mr. Corman speaks, declined 
to join U.L.J.U.S. owing to. the 
students having weighed the Society 
in the balance and found it wagting. 
It is far more likely that the 2pathy

COMPLEX OUTLOOK 


Stock markets managed to hold interest 
right up to their holiday break. The 
success of the Corporation of London 
issue of £5,000,000 in 54 per cent stock 
at £97 proved that investment support 
continued quite strong, a feature already 
evident in the market for gilt-edged 
stocks. Industrial issues made a rather 
mixed showing. The unexpectedly good 
results from Lancashire Cotton cheered 
the textile market, but continued warnings 
from chairmen of other concerns, that 
profit margins are still narrowing, brought 
a fhioete of caution to other sections. 

All in, all the outlook for stock markets 
remains complex and investment policy 
difficult to formulate. 
should still’ be possible to find issues 

_ which hold attractions for the future, and 
among these are companies of standing 
in rapidly growing industries with pro- 
ducts of international value; Examples 
may be found in Borax (Holdings) with 
its impressive development programme 
and world wide application of its boron 
products, and Rio Tinto, with «its large 
holdings in Rhodesian coppers and direct 
interests. in Canadian and = Australian 
uranium developments, is another.

The British Aguda had made itself jointly 
responsible: for the. maintenance of the 
Klichen with a committee of Orthodox 
Jews in Vienna. The kitchen served over

600. dinners: daily to the refugees and 
provided them with an almost round-the- 
clock cafeteria service. 

‘The British Aguda, he went on, was 
supplying the kitchen with — kosher 
margarine and. cooking ingredients. All 
the. goods .were being transported from 
Britain free of charge by El Al and 
B.E.A. So far. his organisation had sent 
two tons of food and clothing to Vienna 
together with £500 in cash for the upkeep 
of the kitchen. 

A Committee, he told me, had been 
formed. in Britain under the auspices of 
the Keren Hatorah to direct the food and 
clothing campaign and to organise general 
rescue work. Wherever possible the 
British Aguda was assisting Hungarian 
refugees in Sritaim. 

Eighteen. Hungarian-speaking . young 
Agudists had volunteered to help the 
British Committee to Aid Hungarian 
refugees and were acting as interpreters.

The Federal Government was urged 
to provide such persons with adequate 
accommodation and employment. 

It was stated that the number of Jews 
in the Federal Republic, including West 
who had registered with the 
Jewish communities, was 25,600. Over 
2.000 Jews were living in East Germany, 
including about 1,500 in East Berlin. 
There were now some 80 Jewish com- 
munities in Germany. The. number of 
Jews under 20 years of age exceeded 
2,000, half of whom were of school age. 
There were 35 Jewish teachers in the 
country, an increase of 60 per cent com- 
pared with 1955.

Thete have always 
been critics of all gowernments among 
all sections of the community. | The 
Government spokesmen have exercised 
their rights to reply to those critics. 
But at no time has the Jewish com- 
munity construed these official reactions 
to comments of individual Jews as 
intimidation of the Jewish community as 
a whole.” 

The statement adds that Rabb: Ungar 
was no exception. He spoke entirely as 
an individual. Despite his suggestion, 
the withdrawal of his permit to remain 
in the couniry was not regarded by, the 
Jewish community as an attempt by the 
Government to intimidate — Jewish 
citizens .of South Africa who may. be 
critical of Government policy.

IMPRISONED WITHOUT

| Paris 
A French Jew, M. Roger Aknin, 
has been in prison here without trial 


since August 28 last, a victim of 


“national interests” which override 
common justice, 

M. Aknin, who is 28 years old, went 
to live in Morocco in 1944 and worked 


there for the Jewish Agency office, 
Cadimah, dealing with emigration to 
Israel. When orocco achieved its 


national independence and put @ stop to 
aliya, last July, M. Aknin was arrested 
without 4 writ and tortured by the 
Moorish poliee. After spending tive days 
in gaol in Casablanca, he was allowed to 
leave for France, after the French 


Ambassador in Morocco had intervened | 


eon his behalf. 

Fie came to. Paris, but here he was 
arrested again, this time on a warrant 
issued by a French magistrate in Casa- 


blanca who wanted M. Aknin brought 
back to Morocco to answer charges of 
“consorting with criminals” (i.e., 
Zionists) and of being in “ illegal 
possession of firearms.”’ 

M. Aknin’s lawyers _ here, 
Marcel Heraud and Maitre Mathieu 
Muller, claim that the Casablanca 
magistrate’s warrant has no legai validity. 
The warrant would have held good, they 
argue, in the days when Morocco was 
still a French ProtectOrate: when the 
magistrate himself was still in the service 
of the French State: and when for 
purposes of jurisprudence Casablanca 
was as much a part of French territory 
as is, say, Marseiiles or Lyons. But today 
Morocco is an independent country; the 
Casablanca magisirate, though a French- 
man, takes his orders from the Moorish 
authorities; and Casablanca is a foreign 
city to which the Parisian police have no 
right to transfer.a French citizen fer. trial, 

The ‘French authorities here, however, 
are reluctant to accept this reasoning.

TRIAL 


Although under the Franco-Moroccan 
agreement signed on May ~ 28 last 
national independence was in fact granted 
to Morocco, the old Protectorate treaty 
was not specifically annulled. Actually, 
pending the conclusion of a new treaty 
of “interdependence,” a number of 
French Protectorate institutions, such as 
the French tribunals, continue to func- 
tion in Morocco under Moorish control. 

if the French were to release M. Aknin, 
recognising that the erstwhile French 
tribunals in Morocco are no longer part 
of the judicial “set-up in Metropolitan 
France, then the 200,000 French nationals 
now living in Morocco would forth ith 
oe ist wholly to the mercies of Moorish 
justice, 


So looks as if M. Aknin remain 


incarcerated here until such time as the 
relations between France and Morocco 
are definitively settled by an “ intér- 
dependence" treaty. His transfer to 
Morocco has been indefinitely postponed 
for “health reasons.”
